The actual loss on the customs’ duties, as compared with the year 
ending January 5th, 1845, is 2,273,466/. 

The only part of Sir Robert Peel’s proposition to which we did 
not give our most cordial support, was that which related to the 
sugar duties; and we think it will not be difficult to prove that 
that is the only part which has not met with the most marked 
Apart from that measure, indeed, we will be able to 

show that the important remissions made in the customs’ duties 
have been nearly, if not entirely, compensated by the increased 
prosperity, to which, no doubt, those remissions have at least con- 
| siderably contributed. The duties to which we now refer, those 
on cotton wool, coals, and the 430 minor articles, having been 
entirely repealed, could only be compensated by promoting an 
increased consumption of other articles yielding revenue; and 
though the Minister did not calculate upon their being so com- 
pensated, yet we believe it will not be difficult to show that they 
have been so. In the repeal of those duties Sir Robert Peel was 
influenced by, and acted upon, the soundest principles of free 
trade, and the result cannot but tend materially to strengthen the 
convictions which he then avowed of the truth and importance of 
those principles. 

The sugar measure, on the contrary, was based upon an oppo- 
site principle, and though Sir Robert Peel professed that the 


success, 
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duties were so fixed as to maintain the protection to the colonial 
grower at the same rate as before, yet we maintained at the 
time, and subsequent experience has proved the truth of our 
position, that the alteration was really an increase of protection, 
and that the foreign duty as fixed would practically prove pro- 
hibitory. The sugar duties before that change were 24s on 
colonial, and 34s on foreign free labour; establishing a_pro- 
tection of 10s the ewt. Sir Robert Peel reduced 
and 16s 4d on Muscovado and white clayed colonial sugar, re- 





clayed foreign free labour sugar, respectively. The average of 
these various rates still made only a difference of 10s 6d the 
between the colonial and foreign duty ; but as we 
contended, that practically all the sugar supplied from 
colonies would be of the sort to which the lowest 
rate of 14s the cwt would apply, while nearly the whole 
of the free labour foreign sugar which would be supplied 
would be of that quality to which the highest rate of 28s. would 
apply, and that, therefore, practically, the differential duty was 
increased to 14s the ewt, in place of 10s, as before; and which 
we then contended would prove nearly proehibitory. 

Sir Robert Peel estimated that at the newly proposed rates he

We then contended, that little or no colonial sugar would pay 
the higher rate of duty, that the small quantity of foreign Mus- 
covado in the estimate might be obtained, and would pay the 
duty of 23s. 4d.; but that, on the great bulk of foreign sugars, 
the 28s. would attach and prove prohibitory, and would yield 
little or no revenue. The estimate we made of the consumption 
and revenue of the year on those views was as follows :—

In place therefore, of deriving 1,140,000] from 70,000 tons of colo- 
nial white clayed sugar, there has only been 24,614/ derived from 
1,507 tons, and instead of deriving 420,000/ from 
foreign white clayed sugar, there has only been 784/ derived from 
twenty-eight tons; and thus the calculations which we made on 
the 15th of February have proved substantially correct, as well as 
the effect which the measure then proposed has produced on the 
revenue ; practically the 14s duty has been paid on all colonial 
| sugar; practically the 28s duty has been chargeable on all, ex- 
cept the small quantity which we estimated, of foreign sugar, and 
| has proved prohibitory. 


On this calculation, therefore, the revenue, in place of losing 
1,300,000/ on sugar, as estimated by Sir Robert Peel, will loose 
on the year 1,636,576/, as the difference between the above sum 
and 5,216,000/, the revenue of the preceding year. Thus, by this 
measure, a greater loss than the Minister calculated has been sus- 
tained on this item of 336,576. 

There is another feature in the revenue of the year, to account 
| for the loss on the customs, which does not in any degree test the 

general prosperity of the country, and which in fairness should be 
withdrawn from each year, as being an accidental and not inten- 
tional source of revenue ; we allude to the corn duties. By the 
Official Tables which we this day publish, it will be observed how 
small a quantity of corn has contributed to the revenue in the 
present year compared with the two preceding years.

Thus showing an amount less by 737,146/ received in 1845 for 
duty oncorn. If then we put together these two sources of de- 
ficiency, viz. duty on corn 737,146/, and on sugar 1,636,576/, we 
find a sum exceeding the whole deficiency of 2,273,466/, under the 
head of customs; and this leads to the highly satisfactory conclu- 
sion, that the entire repeal of the duty on cotton, coals, and the 
130 minor articles, amounting in all to 1,118,000/, has been 
already and to the full extent compensated by increased duties 
from the Jarger consumption of other articles. 

The result of the reductions, or rather the repeal, of the 
auction and glass duties, as far as it has affected the returns from 
the excise, is not less gratifying. A repeal of these duties, 
amounting to $92,000/. annually, and operative on three-quar- 
ters of the past year, has taken place, and notwithstanding, there 
is an increase on the year of 17,00i/. from the excise, and the 
whole immediate loss upon these items is already compensated 
by the increased consumption of other articles yielding revenue. 

It is impossible that Sir Robert Peel can see these results of 
the “ bold experiment’’ on which he ventured last year, without 
feeling more confirmed in the safety of those free-trade prin- 
ciples on which he based those changes. He must feel more 
than ever convinced of the truth and importance of the doctrines 
which he then propounded, and more than ever determined to 
persevere in those measures of commercial and financial reform. 
The general character of marked success which has attended the 
measures of the two last and even the exceptional 
failure of the sugar measure, cannot but all tend to encourage 
the Right Hon. Bart. to persevere in that course which he has so 
well begun, and to rely upon a removal of the restrictions which 
fetter trade and industry, as the best security for the well-being 
and prosperity of all classes. 

Sir Robert Peel is about to undertake, if possible, a settle- 
ment, and we trust, a final abolition of the Corn Law. Nu- 
merous and important as must be the benefits which the country 
will derive from such a measure, we cannot but regard as 
one of its greatest advantages, the«beneficial effects it must 
exercise over all questions of finance, and the revenue of the 
country. In a country like this, where a large portion of the 
public income is derived from indirect taxes on articles of ge-

condition of the people, Hence we have found that there has been 
no one other cause, to which either an improving or diminish- 
ing revenue, has been so easily traceableas to the severe fluctu- 
ations in the price of the first necessaries, of life. In Mr. Glad- 
stone’s excellent pamphlet, published last spring, ‘* temarks upon 
Recent Commercial Legislation,” he used the following words, in 
which we cannot too strongly express our perfect concurrence.

materials, and the hundreds of inferior articles which have been 
relieved from all fiscal imposts on the ground of being the raw 
materials of manufacture, all enter, some to a larger and others 
to a smaller extent, as component parts of different branches 
of manufactures; but corn, the great sustainer of the labour, 
which gives form and utility to all the combinations of these com- 
modities, is itself the chief raw material of every work of in- 
dustry, and is assuredly the article which “ stands jirst in the 
order of necessity.” 

A repeal of the Corn Laws will prove of itself the greatest 
fiscal reform ever undertaken by any Minister in this country, and 
will, more than any other single act, insure a uniform prosperity 
to the revenue, and a security to public credit.

PRICE FROM REPEALING 
LAW. 
We regret to see that the landed gentlemen are more than ever 
resolved to struggle for the continuance of the Corn Law. They 
seem ready, for its sake, to throw out their own Ministry and 
peril the peace of the community. Take, for example, the lan- 
guage used by Lord Southampton, whose brotherisa subordinate 
member of Sir Robert Peel's Government, on Tuesday week, at 
Northampton :—

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“He thought last Parliament was to be a protection Parliament, but he 
did not think it had turned out so. He would not allow his members to go 
and do as they did last time, for he knew that in London, when he talked 
to many of them on these subjects, they said, ‘Oh, but if we turn cut Peel, 
who is to come in?’*g Never mind that. (Loud cheers.) Peel, when in 
opposition, was a much greater and more powerful man than he had ever 
been at the head of the Government, when nobody knew in what way he 
was going to act. He had always heard Peel say in the House of Commons, 
“| shali do this or I shall do that,” as if he had been at the head of the 
Government ; but now, when he was there, he was afraid of speaking that 
way. He was afraid agreat many representatives of the farmers of England 
were excecdingly doubtful. He for one would elect persons who would not 
stand any nonsense, and who would put out Peel as soon as they would Russell. 
(Loud cheers. )” 

Similar language has been used at the protection meetings all 
over the country. Wesay weregret this, because we are sensible 
that the landowners have great power, and can so impede the ne- 
cessary progress of free trace as to convulse the country before it 
finally succeeds. At the same time we recognise in their ficry 
declamations a sure sign that their monopoly is fast losing ground, 
It is now given up by almost every statesman, and almost every 
public writer of reputation. The obstinacy, however, with which 
the landowners adhere to their own projects, while they havea 
strong interest in maintaining the authority of the Ministry and 
the public tranquillity, satisfies us that the bulk of thein are sin- 
cere in believing that the abolition of the Corn Laws would be 
injurious to them. Their fears have been worked on by such 
statements as this, which has been made with all the apparent 
authenticity of arithmetic and the plausibility of science :— 

“The abolition of the Corn Laws, or, in other words, just protection to the 
highly-taxed British agriculturists, in favour of the untaxed, or very lightly 
taxed, foreigner, would lower the value of every description of agricultural 
produce about ONE-FouRTH, and consequently sweep away to an equal ex- 
tent the value or amount of fixed eapital above adverted to, thus :—

“The first sum, rental or fixed property, taken at /hirly years’ purchase, 
would destroy bona fide realised capttal to the extent of 652,500.000/., making, 
with the loss of capital vested in stock, 851,750,000., more than the whole 
national debt, for which the capital in land is the only certtin and stable 
security, What, or who, could compensate this loss ? and which, after all, 
is only a portion of the ruin.’* 

We ourselves, perhaps, have not been wholly guiltless of inspir- 
ing the landowners with a belief that they—contrary to all gene- 
ral principles, which teach that all classes of the community have 
acommon interest—are greatly benefited by a law which deeply 
injures the bulk of their fellow-citizens: we are sure that 
party has dwelt too much and too earnestly on the great gains 
which the landlords have obtained under the law, which has con- 
firmed their fears and their belief that their losses would be pro 
portioned to their presumed gains. Every where, as the natural 
and necessary consequence, we find the landowners expressing

great apprehensions of loss of property, loss of income, loss of 


deteriorated cultivation, neglected fields, and starving 
labourers, froma fall of price consequent on the abolition of the law. 
No where lately have we seen the feeling more strongly expressed 
than at the meeting held at Chichester on Wednesday week. The 
statement of Sir E. Kaatchbull, that the Corn Laws were kept up 
to enable landowners to provide for their younger children, was

abundantly ridiculed, but surely it is in substance now repeated 


by all the protectionists who resist the repeal of those 
laws beeause it will diminish their incomes. At Chichester, 
however, the Rev. Mr Leveson Vernon Harcourt, the chair- 


man of the meeting, put this plainly and broadly, and renewed, 
almost in words, the offensive declaration of the late Paymaster 
of the Forces. He said :— 

“It was well known that landed proprietors were"not, generally epenking, 
accumulators of wealth: that, for the most part, they lived nearly, if not

That expresses, however, a very general feeling amongst the 
landowners. They are all alarmed at a probable fall of prices, 
which would lessen their income and destroy the profit of their 
tenants. We believe their fears to be visionary, but we are un- 

o, It is worth 
while, perhaps, to remind them that the effects of the law have 
been very different from the intentions of the legislator. His 
object was originally to keep up the price of wheat to 80s, then to 
73s, then to 65s, and lastly to, at least, 56s; but to say nothing 
of the several years since 1815, when the price of wheat was be- 
low 50s, it is a notorious fact that the price has been continually 
falling, and has since 1815, with one or two rare exceptions, 
alvayvs been lower than the legislator intended or the farmer ex- 
pected. Ifthe law, therefore, have not kept up the price to the 
point expected and intended—if no man knows to what degree it 
has enhanced prices, the apprehension that to repeal it wi.l cause 
a fall of price may be as fallacious as the hope that the law would 
The landowners, we believe, 
have looked rather to the intention of the legislator than the 
eifects of the law, and bave concluded, particularly as their op- 











ponents have impressed the belief on them, that the law has raised 
prices very considerably, and that to abolish it would have a 
reverse effect. We affirm that as the law has deceived their hopes, 
to abolish it would not realise their fears. 

Without entering into an analysis of all the various and con- 
flicting elements which determine the price of such an article as 
wheat, we can safely say that no man can calculate with accuracy 
either the immediate or the ultimate effect on prices of the aboli- 
tion of the Corn Law. If the reader will glance for an instant at 
the influence of seasons at home and abroad, of speculation, of an 
increase of people, of increasing or decreasing cost, he will at once 
be sensible that there are many elements of price much more influ- 
ential than any law, and which no law can control. Unless, 
therefore, all these more powerful elements than the law be taken 
iuto consideration, and their effects, both immediate and ultimate, 
be appreciated, it is impossible to tell what will be the consequence 
on prices of abolishing the Corn Law. Giving up that task, 
however desirable to perform it, to put an end to the landlords’ 
fears, we shall advert to one or two practical considerations which 
the landlords have probably overlooked. 

We presume, when landlords talk of a fall in the price of grain, 
as affecting their own interests and those of the farmers, they 
only do so as indicating thereby a fall of their own rents and 
farmers’ profits; that, in short, they do not contend for high 
prices, except so far as they are supposed to influence these two 
elements of agricultural prosperity—rents and prorits. But no- 
thing is more certain than that price alone does not regulate either 
the one or the other. In Scotland, and in some of the districts of 
England most distant from the market, the rents of the landlord 
and the profits of the farmer are probably double what they are 
in some of the neighbouring counties to the London market, where 
not only prices are higher, but where the soil and climate are 
better, and where a plentiful supply of manure is more easily 
obtained, Land which Jets for thirty shil/ings an acre in Essex 
would certainly bring at least sixty shillings in East Lothian, at 
which rent the Scotch farmer would make more profit than is 
made by the farmer in Essex with all his advantages. The differ- 
ence of the cultivation and general conduct of the business by 
the two classes of farmers is the only cause for this apparent dis- 
crepancy. The Scotch farmer pays a higher rent and makes more 
profit with a lower price only because he brings more skill, more 
economising plans to his business, while at the same time he pro- 
duces larger crops. In the Scotch farm the lesser cost of pro- 
duction and the larger quantity produced form the elements of the 
higher rent and greater profit. But these elements appear to be 
entirely overlooked by those who so much dread a reduction of 
price. They entirely forget that competition tends to produce 
that economy and those improvements which are much more 
essential to a high rent and good profit than merely price. 

If this, amongst other circumstances affecting prices, have not 
been taken fully into consideration by the landlords—if the effect 
of the law in causing a rise, and the effect of the abolition in 
causing a fall, be even doubtful and obscure, the landowners do 
themselves a great wrong by resisting the abolition of a law de- 
manded by the bulk of their fellow-citizens, because they have 
lived, as the Rev. Mr L. V. Harcourt expresses it, ‘ nearly if not 
«“ quite up to their incomes,” and are “ embarrassed by jointures, 
«“ mortgages, and annuities.” 

But if the asserted fall of price be very doubtful, it is not at 
all doubtful that only a very small portion of their property will 
be otherwise than nominally affected by it. According to Mr 
Harcourt’s statement they are great consumers, and consequently 
all their expenses, except their mortgages and annuities, aud other 
fixed charges, will be decreased in proportion to the fall of prices. 
On all that part of their income which they expend on consump- 
tion they will gain by the cheapness of commodities as much as 
they will lose; whether the price of wheat be 100s or 20s, their in- 
come and expenditure will be in likeproportions. Only that part 
of the land which they may wish to sell, only that part of their 
income which will be necessary to pay their fixed charges, will be 
injuriously affected by a fall of prices. What proportion these 
fixed incumbrances may bear to the whole landed property of the 
empire, what portion of the land may be annually sold, we are 
not prepared to state, but only to that extent can the present race 
of landowners suffer by any fall of price however great. 

A similar argument applies to the tithe owner’s income and to 
the farmer's capital. The expenses of both will be diminished in 
proportion to the fall of price, and it will only be that portion of 
the farmer's capital which he wishes or is obliged to sell on which 
he will suffer any loss. His plough is equally useful, whether it 
will sell for 10/ or 10s, and as long as he keeps it he will get, 
from using it, an equal quantity of produce. As long as he 
retains posession of his capital its selling price is of no importance 
whatever. Ifit produce him as much corn as before, and that 
corn exchange for an equivalent quantity of cloth and groceries, 
he will not be injured though its price in the market should fall 
fifty per cent. 

Should it still be contended that individual landlords and far- 
mers, who are obliged to sell their land or their capital, will be 
injured, it may be replied, which is a matter for a statesman’s 
consideration, that the whole landed and tenant interest will not 
suffer in the smallest degree. The purchasers of the land and

admitting a fall of price to ensue from abolishing the Corn Law, 
which we say is doubtful and uncertain, the results to all the in- 
terests connected with the land will be neutralising, and the only

difference will be a merely nominal one; the same property and 
purchasing power will be expressed by a smaller fgure. We put 
it to the landowners whether it be worth their while to risk the 
loss of the public esteem, to risk even a public commotion, for such 
very trifling consequences as even, on their own assumption of a 
great fall of prices, will be the result of doing justice to all the 
consumers of bread? 

As the landlords complain of their fixed burdens, and as much is 
said of the advantage which the public creditor will receive from 
the abolition of the Corn Laws, we may as well remind our 
readers that the interest of the funds has been successively- 
lowered by the legislature, and the fixed burdens on the land 
thereby reduced. For the advantage of the landowners the in- 
come of the widows and orphans secured 1n the public funds has 
at several times been reduced, and the landlords are now only re- 
quired, supposing the price of corn to fall, to pay the price of a 
benefit they have already received.

William Burchell spoke after the chairman, and said— 

The labouring classes were in a most distressed condition at the present time 
—worse than last year, when he said at 
five or six children went to bed more in debt than he was the night 
His condition was worse than it was that time twelyemonth. If wages had 
risen within the last few years 1s a-week, the price of bread had risen 2s, so that 
the difference was against himself and his family. (A voice—“ True, we be al- 
Ways going back.”) He hoped the legislature would take into consideration 
their distressed state, and find a speedy rescue for the oppressed poor. (Hear, 
hear.) Hecould maintain the truth of all that the chairman had stated about 
their distress. He believed that there were at the present time muny who had 
not a bit of bread to eat. He did not know whether the man was in that con- 
gregation or not, but one man of Lyncham parish had told him that many a 
night he had gone to bed hungry. (Cries of “Ah, he is not the only one”’— 
“No, not by many.”) But it was distressing for a man to get up early and go 
to work having little or no victuals, and to return to dinner upon a few pota- 
toes, and then be afraid sometimes to eat what he had. (A voice—*“ ’Cause you 
would not have any for to-morrow.”) He had heard it said that there was no 
market for meat. Why was that? Because the people had not the means of 
purchasing meat, therefore the consumption was not bigger. He was past 40 
years of age, and he could say that he never purchased a pound of good slaugh- 
tered beef fit to be carried into market. As to mutton he had purchased a little 
of that; but never as much as would average a pound a year in the 40 years. 
He knew what veal was, but he had never had any

And now, my friends, the purpose of my being here to night is to prove to 
you the accurate sum that I earned from September 16, 1843, till November 23, 
1844, which is about 62 weeks together, with the amount of money earned by 
me down to the 3lst of December, 1845, which, if I reckon right, is about 119 
weeks and three days. Together with relief when ill, and 20 weeks for a boy, 
12 years old, who was allowed 3d a day, the whole sum amounted to 42/ 5s 5d, 
that is exactly 7s 14d a week, or thereabouts.

for my next son (9 years), 5s 6d; for my next daughter (7 years), 4s 6d; for my 
next (4 years), 3s; for the youngest child (2 years), 1s 6d. All that amounts to 
2/ 4s 9d, leaving a surplus of 31/ 0s 9d to buy food for 119 weeks, being 5s 24d 
per week for eight in a family. I will leave all the world to judge if that sum 
is sufficient to keep a family, eight in number, in food. (‘ No, it can’t be done.”) 
I am sure I often don’t know how to make both ends meet. My bread bill, 
since last July, cost me from 7s 7d to 8s 8d a week. Then you'll say, “ You 
can't pay for your bread.” (‘ No, that you can’t.”) That’s true, for some I’ve 
paid for, and some I han’t, and don’t see any way to pay for it for the future ; 
neither do I know how I'm to pay for what will be wanted in future, for I have 
no good potatoes, hardly one fit for a pig to eat; for 1 do rent a bit of land now, 
half an acre, and there is not a good potato in it. I've got here one I had boiled 
for my dinner to day; I brought it for a specimen. (The potato was handed 
down and examined under the lanthorns; it was black with the prevailing dis- 
ease.) Yet this is what I am to feed upon when I get up to work at 4 o’clock in 
the morning, if there’s no bread in the house. It is a long time till July next 
before we get new potatoes; and unless something turns up for we poor crea- 
tures, starvation stares us in the face on both hands. 

WILLIAM PARRY, of Charlton, said, I have come a distance of 20 miles to tell 
my tale of distress. I have six children, a wife, and myself to maintain on 8s 
per week, bread being 15d per gallon. The farmers tell us that our wages go 
according to the price of bread; but last spring I had 7s a week, and could 
buy bread at 9d a gallon. Now it is 6d more; and a gallon a day, being one 
pound to each, is what we want in my family. ‘Then there is clothing and 
firing wanted, and house-rent to psy; but there is nothing to pay for any of 
these things. I told the relieving-officer that I could not keep my family on my 
wages. He said he would bring my case forward at the board of guardians. 
Well, he sent me an order for one of my children to go into the workhouse. 
Now, fellow-labourers, is not one child as dear to you «s another ? (Hear, hear.) 
Well, I did not know which to send. I could not part with ne’er a one. I said 
to my oldest girl, “ You are to go into the workhouse.” She did not like to go, 
and I spoke to others, and there I had the cries of my poor children, which were 
piercing to my heart, “ Don’t send me, father! don’t send me!” Was not thit 
enough to try a man, without the pressure of starvation? I spoke to master 
about it. “ Oh,” he says, “if you cannot maintain them you had better send one 
into the workhouse; I shall not allow you «any more wages.” I s:id, what 
benefit is it to send this child into the workhouse and banish it from its home, it 
will do the rest no good, nor that one either Besides, I should have it always 
upon my mind, for no man would like to part from his children in such a way. 


(Hear.) I spoke a few words at a meeting at Uphaven, and imaster told me I 
hud done myself a great deal of hurt by it. I know I only told the truth. He 
said the farmers might have done me some good but for that. I wanted some

proved. The landowners and the farmers must either support 
these people better out of their own funds or they must grant 
them the means of helping themselves, by conceding their de- 
mands. Between feeding the multitude of agricultural labourers 
|in abundance and keeping them comfortable and allowing them 
free and unfettered to feed themselves, there is no alternative. 
So poor, so miserable, so starving, these working men cannot 
remain; their condition is as incompatible with the safety of 
society as it is with all humane and Christian feeling. Some- 
thing must be done, and neither ministers nor landowners can 
suggest any thing half so likely to benefit the working classes, 
and save their employers from confiscation and ruin, as thorough 
unconditional and immediate free trade in corn. 

The agricultural labourers are not the only though they are the 
most distressed portions of the community. A great deal has 
of late been said, and with some truth, by the monopolist 
journals, by way of stopping the exertions of the League, of the 
wretched condition of the manufacturing labourers, as if it were 
an excuse for the continuance of a bad law that some of those 
who ask for its repeal are not paragons of virtue. Supposing 
the wretched condition of the manufacturing labourers to be ex- 
clusively the consequence of grinding hard-hearted avarice in 
the master manufacturers—supposing the monopolist journals to 
have completely established the fact, as they have not, that the 
manufacturers pay no attention whatever to the comforts and 
condition of their work-people—supposing them to have made 
out the most triumphant case possible against the master manu- 
facturers, who demand the repeal of the Corn Law, that could be no 
justification whatever of the law. As well might it have been urged 
against the abolition of slavery, or of the punishment of death, 
that amongst the rhilanthropic societies which demanded it were 
many hypocrites. If the prevalence of vice amongst individuals 
were a justification of a bad law, the vilest enactment ever 
passed would never be swept away. 

Whatever the League may say or do, the ruling classes of 
England will be held up to opprobrium throughout the civilised 
world, as long as such meetings as those of Goatacre are held 
inthe land. They must bestir themselves energetically to wipe 
off this reproach; and we are quite sure that they will have 
no method so effectual and so cheap as to give the people in- 
stantly perfectly free trade, and trust to them to provide for 
themselves.

PRESENTATION OF THE ADDIESSES FROM LONDON AND DUBLIN To HER 
MAsESTY.— The Queen held a Court on Saturday «fternoon at Windsor Castle, 
for the reception, on the throne, of addresses from the corporations of the cities 
of London and Dublin. At a quarter past two o'clock the Lord Mayor «nd 
corporation of London arrived at the Castle. The city procession was preceded 
by the city marshals on horseback. The lord mayor and sheriffs came with 
their state equipage, and the other members of the Corporation occupied nu- 
merous carriages. The deputation consisted of the lord mayor, seven aldermen, 
two sheriffs, 110 common councilmen, and the city officers. The corporation of 
London were received on their arrival in St George’s Hall, and were conducted 
to the Waterloo Chamber, where a most sumptuous collation was served. At the 
conclusion of the repast, they were conducted through the suite of state apart- 
ments to the throne room into the presence of the Queen, on whose left was 
his R.yal Highness Prince Albert, and surrounded by the c :binet ministers, the 
gre at office rs of state, the lady and maids of honour in waiting, the lord and 
groomSin waiting, and other members of the royal household. The corporation 
having been introduced to the royal presence, the recorder read the address, to 
which her Majesty was pleased to return the following most gracious answer :-- 

“ The motives which have induced you to present this address are duly appreciated 
by me. 

"“ The wants and sufferings of my people at all times command my warmest sympa- 
thy ; and Ideeply regret the failure, in the present year, of a full supply ofan article of 
food on which se many of my subjects are accustomed to subsist. 

“T have directed parliament to assemble on an early day, and I shall gladly sanction 
any measure which the wisdom of the legislature may suggest as conducive to the 
alteration of this temporary distress, and to the permanent welfare of all classes of my 
people,” 

Her Majesty's reception of the corporation was most gracious.——The depu- 
tation from the corporation of Dublin, including the right hon. the Lord Mayor 
(who was attended by the sword and mace bearer), the high sheriff, and other 
members of that body, were then ushered into the presence of the Queen, to 
present an address on the subject of the alleged famine in Ireland, which was 
read by the Lord Mayor, and to which her Majesty returned a most gracious 
reply. The prayer of the address was as follows :— 

‘* May it therefore

please your Majesty to cause your parliament to be

MORTALITY IN THE METROPOLIs.—The total number of deaths registered in 
the metropolitan districts during the week ending Saturday, Januiry 3, was 
1,153, a return very considerably above the autumnal and annu | averages, in 
which the numbers stand respectively 1,020 and 963. Under the head of zymo- 
tic (or epidemic, endemic, and contagious) diseases the deaths for the week were 
229 (of which 67 were from measles, 63 from whooping-cough, and 41 from 
typhus), while the averages stand respectively 201 and 184. Under the head of 
sporadic diseases there is a considerable increase in the mortality from diseases 
of the brain and nerves, and a slight falling off in that from affections of the 
respiratory organs, the numbers being for the week 305, for the autumnal ave- 
rage 323, and for the annual 292. There is a marked increase on almost all the 
other causes of mortality, and an extraordinary rise in the numberof deaths 
froin violence, privation, cold, and intemperance, the numbers for the week being 
95, for the autumnal and for the annual 26. Under the head of 
violence alone, we find no less than 92 deaths registered. During the same pe- 
riod 1,471 births were registered, being an excess over the mortality of 318.

I 
will always mention in my letters when I send a paper, and if it arrive safe, 
good: but if not, a complaint should be made, and if you let me know (I keep a 
regular account of letters and papers) I dare say I shill be able to get it set 
right as far as the New Zealand Post-oflice is concerned. I dare say John Bull 
will stare when he hears how the New Zealanders have resisted his soldiers ; but 
it serves him right for his stinginess. He has about 3,500 men in the Australian 
colonies, and there is hardly the means of sending 500 of them into the fieldina 
proper manner.

FOREIGN GRAIN MARKETS.

COMMERCIAL NEWS AND MISCELLANIES. 





Foreicn Fresu Berr.—The revenue authorities having had 
under consideration numerous applications requesting that foreign 
preserved fresh beef, or beef only slightly salted, may be shipped 
from the bonded warehouses as stores; and being of opinion that 
the article in question may be added to the list of stores allowed to 
be shipped duty free, have issued directions to their officers at the 
several departments at this port, and atall the outports of the United 
Kingom, to permit the same in future under the usual form and 
regulations. ‘This privilege has reference, it is presumed, to the 
fresh meat lately introduced from the continent of Kurope, especially 
Hamburgh, in quarters, in a slaughtered state, the quality of which 
is generally excellent, and which is understood to have increased to 
a very considerable extent. 

Low Duty Gsops.—Application having been made by certain 
parties, owners of bonding premises on the banks of the river, request- 
ing that potato-flour, which, under the provisions of an order dated 
July last, as being subject to a daty of upwards of 15/ per cent, is re- 
quired to be deposited in warehouses of special security, may, with 
reference to the low value of the article, be deposited in warehouses 
of ordinary security, and the revenue authorities being of opinion 
that potato flour, and also pots of stone, slate pencils, and whale-fins, 
are articles which may be exempted from the restrictions of the order 
referred to, and be allowed to be deposited in a warehouse of ordinary 
security only, have issued directions for the same to be permitted in 
future accordingly. 

Furniture Woops.—By the act of the last session, reducing the 
import duties on several articles of foreign produce, and repealing the 
duties on a large number of others, which previously paid a low, and 
in many instances a nominal rate of duty, mahogany, cedar, and 
certain other woods which are used expressly and only forthe ma- 
nufacture of furniture, are included in the list of articles on which 
the duty has been repealed, and although several other descriptions 
of good are brought to this country, which are made use of, and are 
applicable only to that purpose, but which were not specifically men- 
tioned in the list, yet it is understood to have been the wish and in- 
tention of the government that such woods should enjoy the same 
privilege, in order to encourage the trade for manufacturing furni- 
ture in thiscountry, and accordingly the same privilege has been 
extended to several other descriptions of woods well known to be 
made use of for the purpose, such as cherry-wood, partridge-wood. 
and subsequently to a description of wood brought from the river 
Gambia , very much resembling mahogany of the Honduras de- 
scription, called Gambia mahogany, or Gambia wood, and several 
others, 

American Appces.—It has been noticed that the apples introduced 
this year from the United States into the London markets are much 
more affected than those of this country, and that few will keep. The 
disease is equally extensive and analogous in its propagation to that 
so general in potatoes. 

Corn.—lHlad the last crop been deficient in no other than the usual 
points, we should believe in an immediate fall from the present high 
prices abroad, as a necessary consequence of the change to a fixed 
duty. We have a million of quarters in bond, and half a million on 
the way from the Baltic, the Mediterranean, and the United States; 
and as the real scarcity in such an ordinary deficiency could not be 
felt till June or July, there would be time for much to arrive in the 
interim. But the failure of the potato crop is an unprecedented 
calamity. As easily as people believed at first in the most exagge- 
rated accounts of the destruction, as readily are they forgetful now 
of how much of this statement is true. There is great reason to fear 
that even the portion found sound will not keep during the winter, 
and scarcity may set in much sooner than in usually defective har- 
vests ; so that, upon this ground exclusively, and upon no other, are 
we prepared to sce jstrong efforts fora fresh rise successfully made, 
aud at various times between this and next harvest. The power, 
however, to sustain these efforts is gone with the sliding scale; to 
say the best of them, they will be mere struggles, in which the holder, 
often disheartened by reluctant purchasers, and rumoured large sup- 
plies, will finally have to succumb, under the gradually increasing 
weight of the downward tendency in the value of corn.—From Grote, 
Tomkinson, and Co.'s Circular. 
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Durcu Sprrirs.—The Lords of the Treasury having had under 
their consideration a communication from the Board of Trade, re- 
specting an application from several parties, importers of geneva from 
Holland, praying relief in regard to the construction put by the officers 
of the Customs department upon the recent act of the last session of 
Parliament, cap. 86, as applicable to spirits imported in glass bottles 
for re-exportation to the colonies; Mr Cardwell, one of the secretaries 
to the Treasury, has been commanded to acquaint the Customs’ autho- 
rities, that their lordshipsare pleased to authorise them to give direc- 
tions to the officers for allowing geneva to be imported in glass 
bottles, containing not more than three pints, or twelve gills each, as 
recommended by them. 

Amper Beaps.—The Customs’ authorities, being of opinion that 
there is no objection to amber beads being repacked and divided in 
the bonded premises for exportation, have given directions for the 
officers of the various departments to permit the same to be allowed 
on application of the parties accordingly. 

Cost oF Frour 1x Manuractrures.—A Lancashire cotton spinner 
and manfacturer, who uses (according to the universal practice) 
wheaten flour in the dressing of the warps, informs us that the rise 
in the price of wheat between last year and this has added no less 
than 500/ a year to the cost of the flour consumed in his works! Of 
course either the spinner must lose this amount, or he must add it 
to the price of his goods.—Leeds Mercury. 

Sartincs From LiverPoot For Foreign Ports. — Mr Court, 
secretary to the Underwriters’ Association, Liverpool, has compiled 
from the books of that establishment an elaborate table, giving an ac- 
count of the number of vessels which have sailed from Liverpool for 
foreign ports in the years 1843, 1844, and 1845, distinguishing British 
from foreign shipping, and giving the numbers which have sailed to 
every port. The number of foreign ports with which Liverpool car- 
ries on a commercial! intercourse is about 250. ‘Lhe number of ves- 
sels which sailed hence in 1843 was—British, 2,624, of which the 
tonnage was 768,056 ; foreign, 1,092, of which the tonnage was 448,999; 
total of vessels, 3,716—of tonnage, 1,217,055. In 1844, the num- 
ber of vessels was—British, 2,956, of which the tonnage was 869,359 ; 
foreign, 1,028, the tonnage being 391,734; total of vessels, 3,984, 
and of tonnage, 1,26!,093. In 1845, British vessels, 2,860, having 
a tonnage of 895,198; foreign, 1,232, having a tonnage of 469.317; 
total, 4,192 vessels, of which the tonnage was 1,368,585. 

Sup Burrpine rn THE Ciype.—lt appears there are building and 
outfitting on the Clyde at present 37 vessels, amounting in the aggre- 
gate to 18,027 tons; of these 26 are iron steamers, collectively 
amounting to 14,137 tons and 5,580 horse power, the residue being 
timber ships,amounting to 3,890 tons. Valuing the timber vessels 
at 20/ per ton, the iron steamers at 25/, and the machinery at 40/ 
per horse power, over head, the total value of these vessels, when 
ready and ecuipped for sea, will amount to 654,425/. 

Yarmoutu A Harsour or Reruce, ann Norwicu a Port.— 
The recent surveys made under the direction of the ‘ Navigation 
Committee and Haven and Pier Commission,” have gone far to show 
the practicability of improving the navigation at both these important 
towns, so as to render Yarmouth one of the best harbours of refuge 
in the kingdom, and Norwich, if not one of the best, certainly one of 
the most advantageous ports which England ean boast. From the 
plans deposited with the Commissioners it appears that the Yare 
should be gradually brought to a certain fixed depth and breadth 
throughout the whole of its course. It is also proposed that a new 
entrance to the Yare from the sea should be cut from Breydon 
through the marshes. The cutting of this channel is the key-stone 
of all future improvements of the river or of the Yarmouth bar. 

STOCKTON AS IT WAS, AND As IT 18.—In 1788, Stockton imported 
coals for the consumption of the town—the duty on the consumption 
of the coals brought coastwise 5s 6d per chaldron, having amounted 
in that year to 117/ 8s 14d. Last year (1844), the port of Stockton ex- 
ported coals, coastwise and foreign, to the extent of 1,621,227 tons. 
Whitehaven and Berwick are now coal exporting places ; yet in 178% 
the former paid duty 43/ 9s, and the latter 94/17s 10d on coals import- 
ed for home consumption.—Carlisle Journal. 

Importation oF Iron 1NTO France. — The General Council of 
Commerce of Paris has adopted the following resolution, on the mo- 
tion of M. T. Ducos, the deputy for Bourdoux: “ The Council re- 
commends that authority be given for the introduction from foreign 
countries, free of all duty, of iron and sheet iron, destined for the 
construction of French commercial ships, whether of wood or iron, 
and whatever may be their destination or tonnage.” 
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Bercian Commerce.—The foreign commerce of Belgium, during 
the year 1844, has been more considerable than that in 1843, which 
was the most prosperous previously known. The imports and ex- 
ports united amount to 594 millious of francs, exceeding the amount 
of 1843 by seventy-four and a-half millions or !4 per cent, and by 
1273 millions, or 28 per cent, the quinquennial average of the period 
from 1839 to 1843. In the above total, the exports of Belgium to 
France are down for 77 millious, and of France to Belgium for 
44 millions. 

Resources oF New Zearanp.—The following, in a private letter 
from Auckland, shows what this important colony is calculated to 
supply us with, if her resources are rightly husbanded. “ A Mr 
Grayling, the first analytical chemist in Sydney, and a very good 
geologist, has been lately examining a small portion of this neigh- 
bourhood, namely, from the Frith atthe Thames to the Great Barner 
island, a length of about sixty miles, and speaks in the highest terms 
of the extraordinary riches, both mineral and vegetable, that he 
found there, particularly the copper which has been found in combi- 
nations that have never yet been described. The Kaunau mine, in 
which hardly any capital has been spent, is now returning nearly 100/ 
per month, with the labour of only twenty or twenty-five men. ‘The 
copper ore is guarried at 6/ per ton, within half-a-mile of the spot 
where the vessels anchor to ship it. ‘The colony is still very poor, but 
I think its worst days are nearly past; its value is now just beginning 
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to be found out. Kauri gum, a kind of gum resin, valuable for var- 
nish, and as a substitute for gum copal, exists in the country in great | 
abundance, and fetches 75/ a ton in America; whereas it costs little | 
more than 6/ or 8/ to collect in New Zealand. The flax, or phormium 
tenax, is becoming more valuable ; it is now used for an excellent | 
kind of bagging and canvass; for both which purposes it seems to be 
admirably adapted. ‘The mineral ores are yet to be brought into 
play. We have a very valuable Fuller’s earth here, of the same kind 
as that from which ‘ marine soap’ is made.” 








THE IRON TRADE. 
Guraseow, Dec 31.—In consequence of the great inerease expected 

in the consumption of this article from the various projected railways | 
at home and abroad, and the want of proper information regarding | 
the capabilities of the makers to supply any great extra demand, the | 
price during the year has been ruled in a great degree by speculation, | 
and extraordinary fluctuations have taken place. The highest price 
obtained was in the month of April, when sales were effected at 6: | 
per ton; and the lowest about the end of May, when sales were made | 
at 55s to 57s 6d per ton. Since that, the price reached about 100s, | 
} 


and is pow steady at 75s to 77s 6d in the hands of dealers, although 
the masters are asking 85s to 90s. ‘The sudden depression in the | 
month of May turned the attention of speculators, and others inte- 
rested, to attempt placing this trade on the same footing as most 
other articles of commerce, by endeavouring to collect statistical in- 
formation regarding supply and demand; and with this view an 
association was formed in Liverpool, to take delivery of all the iron 
contracted for from the makers, in order to ascertain the stock, and | 
up to the present time there has been stalked in yards in Glasgow 
about 140,600 tons. It is difficult to say whether this accumulation 
is a great increase of stock over former periods, as the amount of the 
stocks held by the makers in previous years was not reported statisti- 
cally. This stock has had the effect, however, of keeping prices | 
moderate, although several well informed parties do not consider it a 
very large increase on former years. The weekly make is estimated 
at about 10,000 tons; deduct from this the iron made into malleable 
iron, 2,000 tons, which leaves 8,000 tons as the weekly produce of | 
iron suitable for foundry purposes. ‘There are about twenty new 
furnaces in the course of erection, but from the restriction of output 
by the colliers and miners, and consequent diminished supply of 
materials even for existing works, it is not likely that more than one- | 
half of these new furnaces will be brought into operation in the | 
course of next year.—Connal and Co.'s Circular. 

Liverroo., Jan. 1.—We cannot doubt that the present quota- 
tions will be sustained by a real and ona fidedemand. The expecta- 
tions that were excited in the early part of the year by the wants 
that would be felt for railway purposes were perfectly just. The | 
error, if there was one, arose from éoo ear/y an anticipation of the | 
demand, and thus an appearance of instability was given for a time 
to the rise in prices. The evil, however, was not altogether un- 
mixed, since the attention of the iron masters was more fully drawn 
to the subject, and every exertion has been made by them to meet 
the coming demand, while they have been able at the same time to 
raise their price. That they have been justified in this step is fully 
borne out by the fact, that in the midst of an unparalleled depression 
of trade for the past three months, in the face of falling markets of all 
kinds of produce, in an anticipated famine and war with the United 
States, and last, not least, with a portentous political crisis hanging 
over the nation, the price of iron has still kept its ground, and closes 
the year with increased firmness.— Hughes, Cowie, and Co.’s Circular. 








THE GROWING OF FLAX IN IRELAND. 
Tue cultivation of flax these few years past has engrossed the serious 
attention of the intelligent farmer; formerly it was cultivated asa 
matter of convenience, to produce a material for domestic purposes 
—to keep the farmers’ family in occupation—in the cultivating but a 
small portion of the farm—in the pulling and mannering the plant, 
and in spinning its fibre. It was found, however, in thirty years of 
the beginning of this century, that this was unprofitable, particu- 
larly up to 1830, when yarn was spun by machinery, producing it 
cheaper than by the fingers. Since that period the great attention 
of the spinners by machinery was drawn to the fact, that our climate 
and soil is as good as in the world for raising flax, so that they, 
in conjunction of landlords and spirited farmers, have given induce- 
ments and instructions to such persons who were willing to extend 
the cultivation of this product; some have availed themselves of 
such instructions and also of the improvements in machinery lately 
invented and adopted for bringing the fibre to the market for the 
spinner, and have been well paid by receiving the increased value 
of its improved condition. The farmers have been greatly assisted 
in their cultivation of flax by the instruction of the Flax Improve- 
ment Society of Ireland, who sent out young farmers to Belgium 
to acquire there the modes of cultivation and mannering the article, 
so as to impart to the Irish farmer their acquired knowledge so 
greatly needed in this country. The society have not limited their 
endeavours to the north ot Ireland merely, but have extended their 
exertions all over the kingdom—and last year in the interior and 
west and south of Ireland where labour is cheap, the soil new, and 
rents lower comparatively with this neighbourhood, the cultivation 
of flax seems to have been accepted as a great boon, especially as 
some considerate landlords are making applications from the society | 
for their taught agriculturist to teach their tenantry the best mode 
of growing, and they are also erecting mill for the cleaning of the | 
flix, so that in a few years this country may be expected to yield 
all kinds of flax, both of course fibre and of fine, suitable and suf- 
ficient for the wants of our spinners, both in Great Britain and Ire- 
land. Should this fortunately be the case, the advantage, in a na- 
tional view will be immense, by the saving of the great sums now 
paid to Russia, Belgium, and neighbouring countries.— Belfast Adver. 
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The above table shows that the deliveries from the London 
warehouses are for the year 1845 smaller than in 1844, by above 
2,000 chests. It is not likely that the actual consumption has been so 
much less, but only that dealers and manufacturers in Europe have 
taken more in 1844 than in 1845; there is no doubt, however, that 
during the last two or three months there has been less consumed than 
what would have been required, if commercial affairs had gone on 
prosperously. The quantities delivered from our warehouses are 
correct in the total, but the division of that which has been exported 
and the quantity taken for home use cannot at present be officially 
ascertained every month, there being no sufficient control since the 
abolition of the duty. The only g guide that there is, is the casing in 
the warehouses, all the indigo delivered uncased bei ‘ing put down for 
home consumption and that which is cased, for export ; the quantities 
of 10,696 chests and 19,272 chests are thus accounted for, but it is 
probable that the latter quantity is estimated a few hundred chests 
too low, and the former consequently as much above the real amount. 
In afew weeks the annual official government returns of exports 
will be made public, but they will give the deliveries for the whole 
kingdom, not especially those from London alone. If the above sup- 
position is confirmed, the home consumption would be about 2,000 
chests less than in 1844, but the exportation nearly the same, viz. 
about 20,000 chests for each year.

‘The produce of the crop is now 
generally stated at 125,000 maunds, but estimates at this time of 
the year being mostly somewhat short of the actual result, it is not 
improbable but that the real yield may not be far from 130,000 
maunds, therefore (though a smaller quantity is put down in the 
above table), probably 56,000 chests. It is expected that of these 
only 7 to 8,000 chests will be shipped for France, 2,000 chests for the 
Persian Gulf, 1,000 chests for Liverpool, and 500 chests for the United 
States, leaving not less than 24,000 chests for London. The Madras 
crop is a fair average, but materially less than that of the last season. 
It appears probable that from Madras about 8,000 chests will be shipped 
to London; from Manilla, Bombay, &c., about 1,000 chests ; total ship- 
ments to London, therefore, perhaps more than 33,000 chests, with the 
small remnants still out of the old crops of 1844. If this quantity should 
even turn out a coup'e of thousand chests less, of which there is no 
probability at present, it is sufficiently large to make it a matter of 
great doubt, whether an increase in the deliveries is likely to take 
place of such magnitude as to reduce the stock of indigo in London 
at the close of 1846, below the quantity which is on hand at present. 
The chances of materially reduced crops for coming seasons remain, 
of course, unaltered ; they depend upon the inundations taking place 
at the precise time when most injurious to the culture; the three 
last seasons were most favourable in that respect, especially 1845, 
when the rivers only rose after the greater part of the crop had been 
secured. 
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We turn to the prospects for the indigo trade in the course of the 
present year; but may be allowed first to revert to the causes which, 
preventing a brisk trade, speculation and improvement of prices, 
during the last six months of the year !845,—have disappointed the 
expectations, which impartial observers will admit to have been 
reasonably entertained before that period. We may name :— 

1. A larger supply than expected, particularly from Madras. 

2. Reduced consumption, or at least demand, instead of the ex- 
pected increase. 

3. An entire absence of all disposition to speculate, arising not only 
from the circumstauces just mentioned, but also from the enhanced 
prices of food and tle difficulties of the money market, the large 
amounts absorbed by speculations in railroads, &c. 

4. An extract from our tables may elucidate the above remarks :

Besides this probable importation for 1846, we have the old stock 
in Europe amounting, as per table, to near 50,000 chests.

AMERICAN COTTON TRADE. 
Sixce the departure of the Brifannia, on the 29:h of November, 
the daily sales have been to a very moderate extent, and nearly 
entirely to manufacturers, but at full and steadily improving 
rates, owing, in a great measure, to the small stock in the city, 
and the reduced amount on sale. On Saturday morning, the 6th in- 
stant, we received per express, accounts from Liverpool to the 19th 
ult, per steamer Cambria, which being deemed favourable for ship- 
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ments, holders immediately advanced their rates, and the business 
transacted since has been very small, rarely exceeding 600 bales per 
day—andof that, the buying hasbeen, asheretofore, mainly by our own 
spinners, to supply their immediate wants, exporters for the continent 
and Liverpool purticipating to a very limited extent, and prices may 
now be quoted nearly a halfa cent higher than at that date. Although 
the unsettled state of our relations with England in regard to the 
Oregon question has, in addition to the small! stock in the city, been 
availed of by holders, as a pretext to advance their rates, yet it does 
not seem to have stimulated any purchases on home account for the 
English market, or at least to a very small extent, the only buying 
being for a few orders, which our present quotations will barely ad- 
mit of. ‘The sales for the week ending the Gth instant were 4,000 
bales; for theweek ending the 13th inst, 4,200 bales; themarket closing 
firm at the above figures. The aspect of the present crop presents no 
new appearance, and public opinion appears to be centered on 
2,400,000 bales, as estimated heretofore, although some little differ- 
ence exists in the amounts put down for specific ports. The receipts 
at the southern ports this year to the latest dates have been a few 
thousand bales less than to the same dates last season, but the ex- 
ports have been in the aggregate a few thousand bales larger. The 
movements of the staple up to the latest dates, for the past three 
years, have been unexampled.

MARKETS OF THE MANUFACTURING DISTRICTS. 

HuppersFie_p, Tuesday.—There has been a visible improvement in our 
market during the past week; woollens in particular have been more in 
demand, and business, generally, has been to-day of a rather more satis 
factory nature than we have had to report for a considerable period of 
time.

Mancuester, Jan. 1.—Throughout the early part of the year, and 
up to the month of September, spinners and manufacturers purchased 
freely, although a gradual advance was taking place in prices during 
that period, and which, notwithst: inding the remission of the import 
duty on the 221d of March of 5-16ths of a penny per Ib, amounted by 
September to fully 3-4ths to ld per Ib average. Upon reference to 
the Liverpool brokers’ circular, we find the trade had taken up to 
the 26th of S ptember 1,151,210 bales, or at the rate of 30,295 bales 
per week, an excess over the power of consumption, according to the 
best estimate we can form for the year 1845, of fully 3,000 bales per 
week. At this period the same unfavourable circumstances, of which 
we have more minutely traced the operation on our own market, be 
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gan to have their influence on the state of the cotton market also ; and 
we find, from the same authority, that the quantity of cotton taken 
by the trade during the remainder of the year up to the 26th Decem- 
ber, amounted to only 245,010 bales, or an average of 18,847 bales 
per week, thus making the total quantity taken from January Ist up 
to that date 1,396,220 bales, ora weekly average for 51 weeks of 
27,377 “bales. Notwithstanding the recently diminished supplies 
taken by the trade as above noticed, we are of opinion that they still 
hold as large a supply of cotton as they did at the close of the year 
1844. In confirmation of this opinion we would beg reference to the 
following table, showing the manner in which they have taken their 
supplies from the Liverpool market for the last two years :—

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EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 


Tuere has been nothing doing on the part of the established com- 
panies this week to require any particular comment, though 
parties connected with projected schemes have been somewhat 
busy. 

The plans of 718 schemes have been deposited at the private 
Bill Office, being 57 less than were deposited with the Board of 
Trade. 

The adjourned meeting of the Metropolitan Railways Junction 
Company has been held to receive a report relative to the pro- 
posed amalgamation with the Northern and Southern Connecting 
Company. ‘The report stated, that the terms proposed by the 
latter company, that three shares of the Metropolitan Junction, 
together with a payment of 12s, should rank as one of the 
Northern and Southern Connecting, were such as, of 
course, could not be accepted; and, after some discussion, a com- 
mittee was appointed to endeavour to get a meeting of the 
shareholders in the Northern and Southern, and consult them on 
the subject. At this meeting a most extraordinary fact was dis- 
closed. At the former meeting it was stated that the receipts by 
deposits bad been 28,000/, the expenditure 17,000/, and that there 
were liabilities to the amountof 3,000/. At the meeting of Monday, 
Mr Vatcher was about to comment on these expenses, when Mr

THE BROAD AND NARROW GAUGE. 

On Thursday afternoon an experiment was made on the Great 
Western Railway, between Didcot and Paddington, with a luggage 
engine having a train consisting of 29 trucks, one first class carriage, 
and an extra tender, to enable the journey to be accomplished without 


. stopping for fuel or water; the trucks were laden with coals, and 


exclusive of the engine and tender, weighed 440 tons 11 cwt. The 
Hercules engine was selected for the purpose of conveying the train 
from Didcot, and was despatched from Paddington at 10h 20m a.m., 
with a train of 13 trucks, heavily laden with coals, and one first-class 
carriage ; the remainder of the trucks to complete the weight were 
propelled by the Ixion (a passenger engine), which propelled the ex- 
perimental train yesterday, and started from Paddington at 10h 45m 
a.m. On the down journey the Ixion’s works became deranged at 
West Drayton, and the train was consequently detained at Slough 
until another engine (the Pollux) could be obtained from Paddington. 
On its arrival, at 1 o'clock, the train proceeded to Didcot, to be con- 
nected with the train attached to the Hercules, On the engine of 
the latter were Mr Seymour Clarke, the principal superintendent of 
the line, Mr Gooch, the superintendent of the locomotive department, 
and James Hammond, who drove the engine. On the Ixion were 
Mr Coffin and Mr Andrews, the inspector of locomotives. The 
weather was not at all favourable for railway experiments, for owing 
to the dampness of the morning, the rails were in a very slippery 
state, notwithstanding which an average rate of speed of nearly 244 
miles an hour was attained.

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RAILWAY MEETINGS. 





HuppersFIELD AND Mancuester.—On Friday, the 2nd ultimo, a 
| meeting of the shareholders of this undertaking was held at the 
| Guildhall, Huddersfield, to consider the present crisis. of the company. 
The real object of the meeting was to take into consideration the 
amalgamation with the Sheffield and Manchester company, and to 
take what steps might be thought necessary in reference to it. Mr 
| Joseph Brook, jun. was called to the chair. After a long discussion 
a series of resolutions were submitted to the me etivg on the proposi- 
tion of Mr Shaw, seconded by Mr Stocks. The resolutions expressed 
a disapproval of the amalgamation as hasty, imprudent, and ill-ad- 
vised, and set forth the Leeds and Dewsbury and the Leeds and 
Thirsk as the obvious and natural allies for the Huddersfield and 
Manchester. The resolutions were carried unanimously, and a com- 
mittee formed to carry out the object of the resolutions, and for the 
purpose of communicating with shareholders at a distance, iu order 
to ensure their co-operation. 


Birnmincuam Rattways.—A meeting of the street commissioners 
was held on Monday at the Public office, Moor street, for the purpose 
of receiving a report from the paving and parliamentary committee, 
respecting the plans and sections laid before them of railways pro- 
posed to enter the town, and for which application will be made during 
the ensuiog session. A report was read, of which the following is the 
substance :—The paving and parliamentary committee reported that, 
having directed their attention to the several notices given of inten- 
ded applications to parliament in the ensuing session, they recom- 
mended that every billaffecting Birmingham “should be strenuously 
opposed, unless the following requirements be complied with, 
namely :— 

1. Where it isintended to stop up any street or road in the parish, an ample equiva 
lent be provide by the formation of other streets or roads equally convenient to the 
public in general. 

2. Where it is proposed to cross any street on the level thereon. 

3. Where itis proposed to cross any street or road by viaduct or bridge, the height 
and span of the arch be of sufficient dimension to permit at least as free a passage for 
the public in carriages and on foot as that now enjoyed, and that no piers, abutments, 
or other encroachments be permitted, on the earriuge or foot roads, 

4. Where it is intended to pass ae any street or road, and a bridge for such street 
or road be formed over the railway, each side of such bridge for such street or road to 
be formed over the railway shall be effectually built up to the height of fifteen feet at 
least in every situation where the commissioners shall deem advisable, so as to pre 
vent the railway or the engines or carriages passing thereon from being seen from such 
Street or road. The same rule to apply to viaducts carrying the railway over any 
street, which shall likewise be provided with parapets of the same height at least, or 
more if needful. 

5. Where the works of, or connected with, the proposed railway shall in any way 
interfere with the public drains, sewers, or public water-courses of the town, proper 
provision be made for the prompt restoring of such sewers, draius, or water-courses, 
or providing in lieu thereof others to the satisfaction of the commissioners; and in 
case such railway works are likely, in the opinion of the commissioners, to prevent or 
interfere with the future effectual drainage of the town, provision be made that the 
railway projectors shall meet such event in the manner required by the commis- 
sioners. 





6. Where it is proposed to stop any street, with a view to the conversion of the site 
therefore into a station, provision be made for a road under such station in the line of 
that propos d to be stopped up, or in such other direction as the commissioners shall 


approve, of sufficient height and widih, and to be well ligiited at the expense of the 


railway company, so as to afford ample accommodation for passengers along the 
same. 

7. Where it is proposed to make a station, provision be made by the proposed ¢ 
pany for proper approaches thereto, and especially for widening the streets and other 
avenues in the immediate neighbourhood thereof, sufficiently to meet the increased 


traffic 

8. ‘Where any part of the town is proposed to be intersected by a tunnel or deep 
cutting, sufficient provision be made to prevent the inhabitants being deprived of their 

natural supply of water. 

9. That in order to prevent the inconvenience to which the public must necessarily 
be subject during the progress of the works of any railway, an engagement, with pe- 
nalties, be required with the company for the completion of the works within a limited 
period to be agreed upon.

NEWCASTLE AND DARLINGTON JuNCTION RATLWAY.—This company is 
making arrangements forthwith to proceed with the construction of the pro- 
posed branch railway from the Pelaw to the Washington stations, being in 
length about five miles, and which will shorten the distance to Newcastle, and 
obviate the necessity for the traffic to that place going round by Brockley 
Whins. The extension of the line to the projected new station at Monkwear- 
mouth, near Sunderland Bridge, is also to be proceeded with immediately. 

THE SouTH WrstTtRN.—The directors of the South Western have had the 
line surveyed for the erection of the viaduct by which the extension of the line 
from the terminus at Nine Elms is to be carried to the Belvidere road, West- 
minster bridge, and Waterloo bridge, for which nearly one thousand houses will 
have to be purchased and cleared away. The work will shortly be commenced 
at the Wandsworth road, several houses at that spot being ordered to be pulled 
down in the course of the next and following week. The viaduct will pass 
across the Wandsworth road, the South Lambeth road, the Vauxhall road, the 
Westminster bridge road, and several streets.

June Bricuron, Lewes, AND Hastrnes.—Near to Brighton, the tunnel 
through Rose Hill is finished, with the exception of clearing away the rubbish 
left by the bricklayers, &c. An enormous mound of chalk, carried from the 
cutting, has been raised so as to join the viaducts forming the approach to the 
junction of this with the present line from London to Brighton. Our reporter 
was informed on the spot by one of the contractors, that in the erection of this 
viaduct, upwards of three millions of bricks will be used. It consists of 27 
arches, eight of which are turned, and the work pointed; the ninth is about 
being finished, and the finishing layer was put upon the crown of the main arch 
over the London road on Saturday last. The height of this from the ground to 
the base of the sleepers upon which the rails will be laid, is 72 feet, and the space 
across the road is 50 feet in width. All the buttresses, which are of brick, are 
pierced so as to take off the weight of the material, and contribute to the ge- 
neral stability of the erection. The “centres” are fixed for the formation of se- 
veral other arches, and it is now considered that the heaviest part of the work 
is finished. It was intended, some time since, to remove the elegant balustrade 
from the celebrated Ouse Valley viaduct, to ornament this one, but this has 
been abandoned, and it is now determined to build a strong wall, with a plain 
coping of stone on each side of the railway. The line at this point terminates 
in an easy sweep, and simultaneously with the progress of the works along the 
line, there are being erected most extensive warehouses, engine-rooms, depots 
for traffic, and store-houses for merchandise, equal to any built for the purposes 
of any yet constructed line in this country. From the present prospect of the 
general state of the works, there is no doubt but that the whole line will be 
opened to the public by the time intended, namely, in April next.

GERMAN RAILWAYS.

to the Saxon railways, I should mention to you that the second 
section of the Silesian Saxon line was, a few days since, opened for 
publie traffic. This line is now open from Dresden to Bischosswerda ; 
it has, therefore, surmounted the heights which separate the Valley 
of the Elbe from Bautzen. It is expected, if the winter should not 
be too severe, that the line may be opened as far as Bautzen about 
the beginning of the summer. There is a project in contemplation, 
which I have not previously mentioned, for making a short line 
from Leipzig to Durrenberg; its principal object is to afford a more 
direct communication to Leipzig with the Thuringian railway, which 
is now made by a detour by Halle, but it is expected that the 
execution of this line will meet with opposition by the Prussian 
Government.

Paris, Dec. 7.—The last fortnight of 1845 had been signalised by 
a decided improvement upon the money market, and it was prob: ible 
| that the public securities would have continued to advance if a 
sudden check had not been put to the rise of the quotations. We 
had decidedly a bull account, and the sellers were obliged to 
re-purchase their stocks at any price. But as soon as the account 
transactions were over the prices of the three per cents and of the 
railway shares began to give way. It was whispered on every side 
that a great capitalist could not pay the balance of his account, and 
that heavy sales were made to settle his position for the next account. 
Every one knows now that this great capitalist is M. Oureau, a 
banker, who had received the subscriptions of the Compagnie Fran- 
caise, furmed for the Paris and Lyons railway. ‘This company had 
amalgamated with the Engineer's Company, and they had withdrawn 
before the day of adjudication. We do not know exactly the amount 
of the liabilities of that banking house, but it seems that they are 
considerable, and that the assets are nearly a blank. This affair has 
cast a sad gloom over our Bourse. It is the first banker who has be- 
come a bankrupt since railway subscriptions have heen opened so ex- 
tensively. People thought that their money was perfectly secure in 
the hands of the bankers of companies, and that their probable loss 
could not be larger than the ordinary expenses. But this bankruptcy 
has taught every one that deposits may be lost in another way, and 
if new companies were starting even now into the field they would 
find a new kind of difficulty in obtaining subscribers and deposits 
unless they managed to have a first-rate banker to receive the money. 

It seems that M. Oureau was an extensive buyer of 3 per cents, 
and per contra a seller of 5 per cents, and he had continued this sort 
of transactions for many months. But the fall of the 5 per cents 
was chiefly owing to the fear of a conversion. When the Minister 
of Finances positively stated that he looked a such a measure 
as completely unseasonable for this session, the 5 per cents began 
immediately to advance with gigantic strides, so that from the 27th 
December this stock has risen 2fr 75c, whilst the rise of the 3 per 
cents is only 60c. M. Ourcau had therefore lost a vast deal of 
money, when he determined to make the couater operation, selling 
his 3 per cents and purchasing 5 per cents. 

However, it seems that the sudden fall produced by M. Oureau’s 
difficulties is already stopped. ‘The railway shares have begun again 
to improv e, and they have recovered nearly all their loss. ‘he fol- 
lowing is a list of the railway ae for money on the 3lst of 
December and on the 2ud and 6th of January.
